Prosperity, as we have said be­ 
fore, does not lie in the accumula­ 
tion of wealth, but in the distri­ 
bution of it. 
That is the iangua-ge 
of one banker who had a vision 
I few seem to have), who lives at 
Wills Point. 
When all the money 
in the county lies in the hands of 
the few, 
then the 
county is not 
prosperous; but when it bes in th** 
hands of many, then there is gen­ 
eral prosperity. 
In the same way civilization de­ 
pends on the masses. 
If the gen­ 
eral mass of the people are not ed­ 
ucated, refined and cultured, your 
nation is at a low ebb. 
Look at 
Russia’s history as an example of 
this. 
In Brazos county we have a sit­ 
uation wherein the most of the 
money lies in the hands of a few. 
In a good year the Brazos Bottom 
will produce a small fortune on 
one plantation -enough surplus to 
carry over a number of off-sea­ 
sons. 
Sufficient money has been 
made off of just one or two year’s 
crops to pay for a large tract of 
Brazos Bottom land. 
But who 
'•■eta the money? 
The plantation 
owner. 
The tenants 
on 
the 
Bottom 
farms get just about enough to 
live on com fortably 
or 
uncom­ 
fortably, as the case may be, and 
that is about all. 
When the ten­ 
ant gets no more than a living, he 
buys only groceries, dry goods es­ 
sential to life, and none of the 
so-called luxuries, a few of which 
every family is entitled to enjoy. 
You furniture stores of Bryan, 
you stores that deal in luxuries, 
you are never going to do any 
great business until the day that 
you sec the Brazos Bottom divid­ 
ed up into small tracts of land, 5 
to 20 acres each, with a good class 
of shaif and share tenant on it, 
or a land-owner. 
Then, and not 
until then, will come the time when 
the money will be more evenly di­ 
vided among all the people and the 
class that is now denied the lux­ 
uries can purchase some of the 
luxuries that you have to sell. 
It 
is un to you to help bring about 
this condition if you would pros­ 
per. 
This ie not bunk. but sim­ 
ple fact. 
Then, it is up to Brazos coun­ 
ty to do something for her tenant 
peoples, 
for 
her 
farm ing class, 
that they may enjoy a greater in­ 
come for their labor, which is a 
greater buying power. 
The house 
or store that deals in necessities 
will always do some business, but 
he who deals in luxuries must huve 
a clientele or patronage that can 
buy it.

In the guise of a special, called 
community club meeting, a rural 
church agricultural revival 
was 
held at the Kurten community au 
ditorium on Monday night, 
the 
preacher being Victor H. Setoff 
elmayer, D. A. (Doctor of Agr! 
culture), th© text 
being, 
“The 
Cotton Contest Helps Them Who 
Helps Themselves”, taken from the 
“Cotton Bible” or book of statis­ 
tics compiled from 
the exper­ 
ience of the farmers in the cotton 
contest of 
the 
Dallas 
Morning 
News, of last year; the book con­ 
taining facts 
agriculturally 
does the Bible spiritually. 
The 
theme was “upland” and “bottom 
land” instead of the “holy” land. 
President John 
Sabo 
of the 
Kurten community club had asked 
that County 
Agent C. L. Benson 
preside over this special meeting 
and it was opened with the singing 
of “The Spanish Cavalier” by the 
audience. 
Then 
the 
boys and 
girls of the agricultural club sang 
“Everybody works in Brazos” to 
the tune of the club song. 
Telling some 
pertinent facts 
abput club work 
and agriculture 
in general in Brazos county, Coun­ 
ty Agent Beason stressed the im­ 
portance of diversification on the 
farm and introduced 
Victor H. 
Schoffelmayer, agricultural editor 
of the Dallas Morning News-Semi 
Weekly Farm News. 
Mr. Schoffelmayer, inspired by 
a rather small but very attentive 
and interested audience, made one 
of the best talks that many pres­ 
ent who have heard him on pre­ 
vious occasions, 
has 
ever heard 


him deliver. 
He need, as stated 
above, as his text tile “More-Cofc- 
ton-on-Fewer-Acres” booklet pub­ 
lished following the contest last 
year from the records of the fann­ 
ers entered and giving the results 
of their experience 
in 
growing 
more and better cotton. 
From the 
tabulations in the book he showed 
that he was not talking the theory 
of more cotton but that ha was 
telling them the methods that the 
winners had used 
and giving his­ 
tory of successful farmers in their 
ventures. 
Mr. 
Schoffelmayer 
first took 
up the cotton 
contest and 
ex 
plained that cotton was chosen as 
the crop on which prizes in cash 
would be offered because “Cotton 
ti King” in the south and because 
there is so much 
room for 
im 
provement in point 
of quantity 
production on less acreage. 
He said that last year, the latest 
revised figures show that the av­ 
erage yield of lint cotton per acre 
was 113 pounds and that the aver­ 
age cost of 
production was 
20 
cents per pound, with that average 
yield. 
He showed, then, that the 
fanner who did not produce more 
cotton to the acre than the aver­ 
age, not only did not make any 
money, but actually lost money, 
when he sold his cotton. 
He then showed 
his audience 
that the only method by which the 
cost 
of 
production 
could 
be 
brought down was 
by the Inten­ 
sive fanning of smaller tracts aa 
did those who won in 
the cotton 
contest last year. 
Mont Adams, 
the man who 
won 
first 
place 
with an upland 
farm 
that was 


first cultivated in 1849 and which] Adams 
had been abandoned as worthing planted 
and permitted to wash away far 44 
years, had reduced his production 
costs to 5 cents 
per 
pound by 
raising move than three balas per 
acre. 
He then asked what wad 
the use of cultivating 40 acres to 
get 
16 bales 
when 
the 
sam# 
amount could be produced on five 
acres by more intensive methods, 
and much more cheaply. 
Then, taking it for granted, he 
said, that the intensive farming is 
the thing to do and that the more 
we increase the yield and cut down 
the acreage, to produce cotton at 
a profit by cutting down the over­ 
head costs, he discussed the math 
ods used by the farmers of last 
year’s contest to get the results 
that they did. 
The first thing was in the pre­ 
paration of the seed bed. 
Those 
who broke the ground in the late 
fall, thereby placing the soil in a 
condition to receive and hold the 
moisture of the winter, made bet­ 
ter yields, on the average, than 
those who broke the ground 
in 
February. 
The next step in the 
logical sequence of better cotton, 
he said, was 
the 
kind 
of seed 
planted. It was conclusively prov­ 
en in the contest of last year that 
one did not have to plant half and 
half cotton to win but that the 
winner planted Improved Mebane 
staple cotton. 
Another thing was the amount 
of seed planted. 
This determines 
the number of stalks to the acre 
of ground and certainly no cot­ 
ton ig made in the skips where no 
cotton grows. 
He said that Mont 


and other 
winners 
k 
their 
cotton 
IO to l f 
inches apart in tile rows instead 
of from 18 to 24 inches, thereby 
increasing the number of stalks to 
the row and increasing the poten­ 
tial 
production. 
Furthermore, 
they planted so that several stalks 
grew to each hill, knowing that to 
produce fruit they 
must have 
stalks on which 
the 
fruit is to 
grow. 
Mont Adams, he 
said, 
let his 
. talks grow very closely together 
until they began to 
square 
and 
then went out in the field and pull­ 
ed up, by hand, the feeble ones, 
so that they would not take soil 
food and moisture from the sturdy 
stalks. 
This, he said, could he 
done on a small five-acre tract 
but would be impossible on a large 
40-acre field. 
The chief matter of 
next im­ 
port ar ce, he showed by the rec­ 
ords of the farmers 
in the con­ 
test last year, was the number of 
cultivations. 
The 
winner culti­ 
vated 6 times before planting and 
IO times afterward. 
The average 
of those who made around three 
bales per acre cultivated from IO 
to 12 times during 
the 
season, 
keeping a dust mulch on the soil 
and conserving 
every bit of the 
little moisture that fell and using 
it in producing the crop. 
In conclusion, 
Mr. 
Schoffel- 
ntayer plead with his audience to 
join the cotton contest as it cost 
them nothing to do so 
and they 
stood a chance of winning some 
of the nice prizes offered. About

As he crossed the street 
to the corner now occupied by the 
Bryan Telephone Company, he no­ 
ticed, lying in the street, a news­ 
paper arith a picture turned up 
He picked it up and it proved to be 
the copy of the paper above-men­ 
tioned. 
The picture referred to is cap­ 
tioned “General Thomas swear 
ing in the volunteers called into 
the service of the United States, 
at Washington, D. C.”

from a week’s vacation and fish

North Texas. 
They 
found Lake Kemp to be about 70 
miles from Olney, IO miles from 
Seymour, and as large as stated, 
but consisting of a series of small 
lakes linked together. 
The lakes, 
which they really are, are caus­ 
ed by artificial means, through the 
construction of a dam. 
The Olney club house was all 
that it had been recommended to 
be, and well equipped with all es­ 
sentials. They camped there nights 
in the club house and fished in the 
daytime for whatever could be 
caught. The first night some fish
